: | THE TROUBLE AT TEK-BUA. 
The Fouchow correspundont of the ¥. 
1 Daity News writes :— 


i. Though news is scstce with ua‘and Iam 
lef: for munths togetlior without material 
for making op a letter to you, I did uot 
;care tu write about the execution which 
| took place here ‘om the 23rd ult,, as it is 
fut a very pleasant subject; but then I 
could not gues that it was going to'load uy 

to the stirring conscquences E have now t 

relate, It ip trae that there waa.a gpaat 
desl uf talkee-talkeo abyut the miacarriage 
of justico for some days afterwards, but I 
fancied this would end in smuke, and thy 
occurrence itself be agon forgotten, I was 
very much mistaken. ; 

To muke tho reason of the great discon- 
tent amongst the people clear, I should 
prefaev ay account of what has taken placa 
since the execution witha brief skate of | 
events that cook piace prior to it, now a 
matter of histery. You will recollest the 
Tokhua salt riots of twelva months ago. 
They originated in a singularly indiscreet 
atep taken by the local Salt Tavtai to 
maintain the salt revenue, which had been 
previously falling off, he taxed the con- 
Bumera instead of tha dealers, irrespective 
of their consumption, and on such an 
immoderate Beale, that the , people drew 
up & petition, praying the authorities’ to 
have their new mode of collecting the 
tax withdrawn, The petition waa prosent- 
ed in due course by the bead-man_ of the 
locality, a man of good means, good stand- 
ing, aud very greatly reapected. To their 
cousternation this man was thrown into 
prison for daring to present such e petition, 
and all those who had signed it were fined. 
This action on the part of the authorities 
seems to have tried their patience beyond 
endurauce. At any rate they were not 
goilag to allow their friend to remain in 
prison ; they collected a sufficiently atrong 
furee together, released him by force, and 
carried him back with them. Thereupon 
tho authorities despatched a magistrate, 
aupported by a troop of soldiers, to demand 
the return of the prisoner or take the con- 
sequences, A fight onsued, in which the 
military were reuted and the magistrate 
killed. This was the beginning of the Tek- 
hun rising, fur the peoplo having defied the 
authorities with success, reaolved to keep it 
Lup, anless, of-couise, their potition received 
attention and their friend waa allowed to 
yo free. They quickly organised a very 
eunsiderablo force, and called upon their 
beadman to be their loader, but he would 
have nothing to do with it, He had, how- 
ever, to supply the rivtors with funda, undar 
compulsion, und his name was put upon 
their flags, against his wish and in spite of 
his strong protest. Realising his helpless- 
ness amongst his countrymen, ‘who ap- 
parently had lost control over themselves, 
he fied, and was not again heard of until the 
22nd of last mouth, when he was brought 
into Foochew in chains. He was tuken 
first to the Provincial! Judge, atid subse. 
quently to the Vieoroy’s yamén, where he 
probably underwent some sort of examina. 
tion, but he had no regular trial, and this is 
what the peojle complained of so bitterly, 
Before his execution, the following day, he 
protested his innycence, but ib was of no 
avail. . His head was severed from his body 
in a clumey and cruel fashion, and the 
erder was given for it to be sent to Tekhua 
for exposure in the market-placp there. 

Tt is difficnlt to reconcile the action of 
tho government in executing this man with 
the murmurs of the people régarding it. 
In spite of my best endcavours 1 have not 
been able to find out that the mon was 
guilty of anything more heinous than un- 
dertaking the presentation of the petition I 
have made mention of. It was not hie 
fualt that his means ond his name were 
made use of to assist ihe Tekhua rising, If 
tho government were possessed of informa- 
trom that b> was a party to the rising, they 
shuld have mada it known to the people. 
This would have pacified them ; they would 
have been content to. knew that the law 
lind simply followed its course; as it is, 
general discon‘ ent and ill-feeling provail. 

When the news of the execution reached 
Tekhua the peuple wera bowed down with 
grief, but this tenderness was quickly fol- 
lowed by the more poignant feelings of in- 
dignation and reyenye, and they organised 
a force to juli rcept the head on its way to 
{hair tun, They vowed that it should 
not arrive ss the head of a criminal, but as, 
dhut of a sviuted martyt to the cause of 
justice, ‘hoy carried their point, They 
mot the eseort with the head near Shahaien, 
and after « severe fight, in whick they wera 
vistorious, they returned to ‘Tokbua with 
the head of their friend. Warned of their 
approach, the whole of Tekhua turned out 
in deep mourning to mect them, Olad. 
in white, unshevon, and with unplaited 
hair, they come, while the air was rent 
with (he luud weeping of the multitude, 
I: is described #3 2 most aflectivy scene, 
Hore my nows of this trouble ends for the 
time being, excepting ta add.that a strong 
military fuce has been sent from Foochow 
up to Tekhua, ang } am surry to think of 
the furthe; trouble in store for these 
‘pepple.” There can only be one end to it, 
of coursa, and thera will be a'great amount 
of suffering before the end comes, .
